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The independent claims have been amended to more clearly delineate their 
scope against U.S. Patent No. 2004/0123279, (Boykin) which has been identified by 
the Examiner examining co-pending application 10/749,686. 

The Boykin reference clearly describes a system in which classfile 
modification occurs during or after the loading of the classfile. By contrast the 
Applicant's application discloses (and now claims) modification of classfile prior to its 
loading. 

The filing of the terminal disclaimers should not be construed as an 
admission that the claims of the present application are not patentably distinct 
against the claims of the above identified applications. The filing of the enclosed 
terminal disclaimers is being made simply to alleviate any allegation of double- 
patenting. 
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
